Article IX 


Sec. 1. The General Assembly 
may define and classify property 
£ • taxation, but all such defini- 
tions and classifications shall be 
reasonable and be based solely on 
the nature and characteristics of 
the property and not on the nature, 
characteristics, residence or busi- 
ness of the owner or the,amount 
or number o\vned. All real estate 
shall constitute one class, except 
that lands used for forestry pur- 
poses and mineral rights in land 
may be classified separately. If 
inv class of property is taxed by 
valuation, such tax shall be uni- 
form as to the class. 
•Sec. 2. The Genera! Assembly 
may levy or authorize the levy of 
such other kinds of taxes as it may 
deem necessary, which shall be 
uniform upon the same class of 
subjects within the territorial lim- 
its of the authority levying the tax. 
but shall not levy or authorize the 
levy of a graduated income tax. 


Sec. 3. 
The property of the 
State, counties and other municipal 
corporations, both real and per- 
sonal, and such other property, or 
part thereof, as may be owned by,

held in trust for. agricultural or 
rticultura! societies, 
non-profit 


hospitals or schools, religious in- 
stitutions, cemeteries, or charitable 
institutions and used exclusively 
for one or more of such purposes, 
may be exempted from taxation: 
but such exemption shall be only 
by general law. In the assessment 
of real estate incumbered by pub- 
lic easement, any depreciation oc- 
casioned by such easement may be 
deducted in the valuation of such 
property.

Sec. 9. The General Assembly 
may vest the corporate authorities 
of cities, towns and villages with 
power to make local improve- 
ments by special assessment, or 
by special taxation 9n contiguous 
property, or otherwise.

other corporate purposes, all mu- 
nicipal corporations may be vested 
with authority to levy and collect 
taxes subject to the restrictions of 
sections 1 and 2 of this Article.

The General Assembly 
iall not impose taxes upon mu- 
nicipal corporations, or the inhab- 
itants or property thereof, for cor- 
porate purposes, but shall require 
the corporate authorities to levy 
taxes for the payment of liabilities 
incurred under authority of law.

sembly mav grant tax exemption 
by general law. 


This amendment would also re- 
vise Sections 9 and 10 to subject 
the taxing powers of cities and 
other local governments to the 
same restrictions as would be im- 
posed on the General Assembly. It 
^vould also broaden the language 
in regard to obligations of these 
governments, requiring them to 
levy taxes not merclv—ns now—for 
"debts contracted" but rather for 
"liabilities incurred."

CHAMPAIGN. Ill—(AP)—A state 


entomologist says heat and drought 
conditions hiive made it difficult 
to predict the intensity of second 
generation corn borois in Illinois. 


In the weekly bulletin of Hie 


state Natural History Survey and 
the University of Illinois. G. C. 
Decker said borer development is 
continuing at a rapid pace. 


The second generation is about 


complete and a third generation is 
due at East St. Louis. 


Some second generation borers 


are appearing in late corn in 
Central and Northern Illinois. 


Pupation in Northern Illinois is 


much higher than in 1950 and 1051 
but heal and drought conditions 
are destroying many second gen- 
eration eggs. 


Market gardeners and c;inncrs, 


he s.iid, should continue watching 
for eggs. Late corn may need 
treatment by Aug. 7 to 10. 


Corn carworm moths, another 


insect pest, arc laying eggs for a 
third generation in Southern Illi- 
nois and continuous infestations 
can be expected for the rest of 
the season in the East St. Louis 
area.

of the current rash of reports, said 
six years of study has convinced 
him "reasonably well" there is no 
such thing. 


Dr. Jessie Sprowls, 'professor of 


Abnormal psychology at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, apologized for 
his grammer but said flying sau- 
cars "just ain't there." 


But within hours after Gen. Ha- 


mcy made his talk—on the CBS 
television show "Man of the Week" 
—telephones started 
ringing 
at 


newspapers and TV stations in 
Washington. 


See More Objects 


The callers said they had seen a 


light shoot through the sky across 
the capital about 7 p. m. CST 
Sunday. The Washington National 
Airport's radar team reported It 
had picked up no unidentified ob 
jecls around that time.

definite about the saucer reporu, 


which he said the Air Force has 
been tracking since the first one in 
1947, he edged around another 
opic.

nothing but civil commotion and 
problems for the police, was ex- 
empted from the law by ensuing 
laws. 


Beck sued a newspaper for say- 


ing he ordered and enforced this 
boycott, but he told these facts to 
me. personally, and he has nevec 
invited a test of his veracity 
against mine.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Treatment of Thyroid 
Failure Easier If Complete

Mrs. L. M. wirtes that she has 


read articles 
about 
overacllve 


thyroid glands, but never about 
sluggish ones. 


This is, indeed, an interesting 


subject and this column will there- 
fore be devoted to a few remarks 
conc'erning. the conditions which 
are produced when the thyroid 
gland fails to produce sufficient 
hormones for the needs of the body. 


First is should be said that the 


hormones produced by the thyroid 
affect the general health, the rate 
of growth, the speed of the heart 
and several other funcitions of the 
body. 


When the thyroid fails entirely 


to manufacture its hormone In 
infancy and early childhood, the 
result is a tragic condition known 
as cretinism. A cretin docs not 
grow normally, and is seriously 
underdeveloped. The brain of a 
cretin also fails to develop nor- 
mally. 
s~ 


If the diagnosis of this condition 


can be made early enough, thyroid 
extract obtained from the glands 
of animals can be given as a *ub* 
stitute for the normal hormone, 
and this will bring about good 
results. 


A complete absence of the for- 


mation of the thyroid hormone in 
grown-ups results in a condition 


known as myxedema which is also 
not common. 


In myxedema the hair becomes 


thin, coarse, and loses its sheen. 
The skin also gets thick and dry. 
The pulse is slow and there is a 
peculiar appearance as 
though 


there were fluid underneath the 
skin. 


The basal metabolism of a pa- 


tient with myxedema is generally 
around minus 40. Anemia is al- 
most always present, and there 
are other »ymptoms, as a rule. 


A doctor loves to make a dlag 


nosis of myxedema because the 
symptoms can be completely re- 
lieved by 
simple 
means. 
The 


treatment consists merely in giv- 
ing the right amount' of thyroid 
tablets by mouth. 


It is true that this treatment has 


to be kept up, indefinitely, but it 
it painless, not very expensive, 
and completely relieves the many 
distressing symptoms. 


More difficult to diagnose and 


to treat than cretinism and myxe- 
dema tre those patients who ap- 
pear to have an Incomplete loss of 
the secretion of the thyroid hor- 
mone. In them the symptoms may 
be vague, sometimes Including un- 
explained fatigue, or perhaps a 
slight anemia.

NEW YORK—(AP) — Want a 


longer vacation than the boss now 
gives you? Like him to pay the 
travel expenses for yourself and 
maybe the wife and kids? 


Some employes manage it. Some 


get up to six months vacation- 
often with a long boat trip thrown 
in. 


They work for the American 


business firms 
with 
branches, 


plants or sales offices in foreign 
lands. 


To see just what the rules were 


on vacations for employes in for- 
eign service, the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board polled 31 
U. S. companies. 


, 
The foreign service rolls range 


from less than 5Q to more than 
500. Included are the fields of oil, 
mining, food, 
liquor, electricity, 


transportation, communic a t i o n, 
rubber, machinery and exports. 


Six give vacations of four to six 


weeks. Four give one month for 
each year spent abroad. And 21 


vary—some giving up to six months 
off, but usually including travel 
time in that period. 


Extra time for travel, if by the 


most direct route, is granted by 24 
of the firms. And another gives 
extra time from some locations but 
not from others. 


How often can you get back to 


the United States? Every three 
years, if you work for 10 of these 
firms. Every two years if you work 
for five of the others. Ten more 
let you come home oftener if you 
work in the tropics. 


All 31 pay expenses home and 


back to the job. And 23 pay all 
the expenses of transportation for 
the entire family, including such 
things as tips. However, six will 
pay only for the wife and children 
under 18. And two won't stand the 
expense of more than two children. 


All the companies make differ- 


ent vacation rules for employes 
working in the United States.

captives. 


From time to time—with no hint 


of regularity—the 
Vietminh 
set 


free numbers of French Union sol- 
diers and officers who 
straggle 


back into the French-held 
Red 


River delta. 


The French, too, liberate many 


Vietminh, often as a special order 
in connection with state ceremon- 
ies or events. They usually free 
more in one batch than the Viet- 
minh. 


For instance, on France's inde- 


pendence day—July 14—High Com- 
missioner Jean LeTourneau or- 
dered 70.0 enemy prisoners of war 
liberated. A few days earlier, 139 
French Union prisoners 
of the 


Vietminh teached Hanoi. 


The Vietminh prisoners of the 


French, well-treated and well-fed, 
are turned back to their own ter- 
ritory in good health. 


On the other side of the picture, 


French Union soldiers freed by the 
Vietminh report generally 
that 


while they were not inhumanely 
or badly treated by their Vietminh 
captors, they suffered 
much be- 


cause of insufficient food and med- 
icines. The Vietminh long have 
been reported extremely short on 
both.

Powell said "Uncle Tom"—a ref- 


erence to the title character in 
"Uncle Tom's Cabin." u s u a l l y 
meaning a Negro who is a yes- 
man—had "spearheaded the sabo- 
taging of civil rights planks in the 
platforms of the two major par- 
ties." 


He said the Negro has enough
